Carter Kills

Carter, convinced the economy is on 
the rebound, arranged to announce his 
plans for withdrawing the rebate 
proposal late today.

The President decided to drop the 
rebate Wednesday after “everybody 
agreed that the second quarter 
economic outlook’’ would be as 
healthy as the first quarter, sources 
said. 
Though the House approved the 
rebate proposal, there was strong 
opposition 
to

Senate, 
especially among some members 
angry that Carter plans to eliminate 
water projects in their states. 
Aides said they think they could 
have won Senate passage of the 
rebate, but it would have been a 
“tough’’ fight. 
There also had been suggestions 
Carter might have to back down on 
some of his proposals to eliminate 
water projects in return for votes on 
the rebate, though the President said 
he was not inclined to bargain in that 
manner. 
In pushing for the rebate, Carter 
had cited a U.S. treasury windfall of 
$11 billion in revenues and a shortfall 
in spending. Aides said he is expected 
to announce what use will be made of 
the $11 billion, perhaps reserving the 
funds to cut into the deficit,

House Stops Pay Hike 
In School Finance Bill

AUSTIN, Tex. 
(UPI) — Texas 
House members, admonished to cut 
out expensive frills and get back to 
basics in education, have deleted $12.2 
million from a complex $708 million 
school finance bill during two days of 
debate, and defeated every attempt to 
add new spending to the proposal. 
The most costly of the spending 
proposals, an $865 million teacher pay 
raise, was killed on a parliamentary 
ruling that it was not pertinent to the 
emergency school finance issue. 
But House members easily defeated 
an attempt to divert $52 million from 
the bill for later use in financing 
teacher salary increases. 


They approved an amendment by 
Rep. Dewitt Hale, D-Corpus Christi, 
reducing by $7 million the additional 
funding proposed for driver education 
program s in public schools and 
permitting the schools to charge 
student fees for the classes. 
Rep. Bill Hollowell, D-Grand Saline, 
who warned the state was spending 
more money than it has available, 
said the driver education program 
should be abolished. 
“What we’d better do is start 
teaching the kids to read and write 
and speak the English language and 
teaching them something about 
m athem atics and get off these 
programs like driver education and 
distributive education,” Hollowell 
said. 


“We’re wasting too much of the 
kids’ time on frills, we need to teach 
them something they can use the rest 
of their lives. Their parents can teach 
them to drive an automobile.” 
Hale, who had backed the $865 
million plan to raise teacher salaries 
25 per cent in the next two years, 
warned House members there may be 
no money left for any teacher pay 
raise by the end of the session, and 
said he would back a series of 
amendments attempting to cut about 
$200 million from the school finance 
bill to help pay for teachers salaries. 
The first of those amendments was 
his attempt to trim $52 million from 
the proposed increase in state aid to 
local school districts for maintenance 
and operations.

(Editor’s Note: This completes a series of six columns 
devoted to answering several questions concerning the 
complex problem of alcoholism.) 
Question: Dear Dr. Greenstone. What can I do about 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism? 
Dear Reader, One of the most important things that each 
of us can do about alcoholism and alcohol abuse is to take 
responsibility for preventing it from becoming a personal 
problem. Be ready to honestly evaluate your own drinking 
habits, and to take appropriate action to control your own 
alcohol intake. 
Examine your drinking patterns. How often do you drink? 
Why? When? Where? How much? Even try going without 
booze for a couple of weeks. Then take critical readings on 
your own reactions. 
Has your intake of alcohol increased over the past year? 
Do you find that you are drinking more when you have 
personal problems? Have persons close to you expressed 
concern about your drinking? Has drinking during parties 
increased to drinking before parties also? 
Are you finding yourself engaged in increasing numbers of 
drinking sprees lately? Have you noticed that your drinking 
has begun to interfere with your family and personal life? 
It is not necessary for each of these questions to be an­ 
swered “yes” for a person to have a problem with alcohol. 
“Yes” to any number of them is enough cause for concern, 
and should be effectively dealt with. Do not let the symp­ 
toms of alcoholism go unchecked The longer they do, often 
the less capable you are of evaluating the signs objectively, 
and the greater risk there is of becoming alcoholic. 
While drinking is probably here to stay, and because 
alcohol used sensibly can even enhance certain social 
situations, a personal attempt to develop cautious, 
reasonable drinking habits is a must. 
Some suggestions for wise drinking habits to be developed 
include: 
1. Thinking in terms of care and moderation. 
2. Avoiding the habit of daily drinking at lunch. 
3. Never gulp down a alcoholic beverage. 
4. Never drinking on an empty stomach. 
5. Finding substitutes for alcohol at times normally 
reserved for drinking. For example, a hot bath instead of a 
drink when returning from work, or iced tea instead of a 
alcoholic cooler when you are overheated. 
6. Remembering to definitely avoid alcohol when en­ 
countering personal problems. Alcohol dulls the mind, but 
does not solve the problems. 
7. Making a habit of not going to bars and lunges to kill idle 
time. eg. waiting in an airport your your plane. 
8. Not keeping an excessively large supply of booze on 
hand when hosting a party, and always providing an ap­ 
propriate signal that drinking has ended by serving coffee or 
the like. 
9. Watching carefully your own personal drinking habits to 
detect any signs that alcohol usage is becoming harmful, 
and interfering with your life. 
10. Being able to be honest and forthright about your own 
drinking habits. 
Above all, be aware of your own problems with alcohol and 
get help when needed. If a friend is in trouble, insist that he 
get help also. 
People drink alcohol, and people can solve the problems of 
alcohol. To accomplish this, however, each of us must take 
personal responsibility for its use.

TOPER A, Ran. (UPI) — A 
Frankfort, Ran., chicken 
hatcher with a passion for 
flying built an early model 
helicopter in 1941 that has 
marked him as an aviation 
pioneer. 
Rex M aneval’s double- 
bladed chopper was con­ 
sidered little more than an 
inventor’s toy for 35 years 
until it was donated to the 
Ransas Historical Society by 
his widow in 1975. Today the 
little machine sits bug-like 
next to the giant helicopters 
of the Vietnam era in a 
Kansas 
National 
Guard 
hangar, awaiting a spot in a 
new 
state 
historical 
museum. 
Mane val, who died three 
years ago at the age of 84, at 
one time owned m ajor 
chicken hatcheries in Frank­ 
fort and Wamego. He built 
his own planes and in 1942 
began to buy planes. He 
established a local airport on 
his farm in Frankfort. His 
farm 
also 
had 
a 
workshop where he built the 
early helicopter, several air­ 
planes and other inventions. 
“Every time I left town he 
bought another plane,” said 
his widow, Frances, who 
now lives in Topeka. 
Mrs. Maneval said her 
husband never told her when 
he was testing the helicopter 
until after he completed a 


test flight. 
Maneval only flew the ma­ 
chine while it was tethered to 
the ground with ropes to 
limit its ability to rise and to 
act as a safeguard. 
“I don’t know how many 
planes he owned but he 
crashed most of them.” she 
said. “He had so many bad 
accidents our doctor up 
there said he had nine lives 
and he had used up five or 
six.” 
Although the chopper 
never took to the air in free 
flight, it is considered 
historically significant 
because it was designed 
about the time the successful 
helicopter pioneer 
Igor 
Sikorsky designed a similar 
helicopter. 
The helicopter had been 
stored in an old hatchery 
behind Maneval’s house in 
Frankfort, where it sat even 
after Maneval’s widow sold 
the farm. Mrs. Maneval 
contacted the Historical 
Society about the helicopter 
when the new landowner 
decided he did not want to 
keep the machine on his 
property. 
The 
National 
Guard last year brought the 
plane by truck to Topeka. 
Museum Director Stanley 
Sohl went along. 
“It is almost like fairy tale 
to find such a fine historical 
museum item,” he said.

Hair spray removes ink 


DEAR PO LLY - Could you please tell me if there is 
anything I could use to remove ballpoint ink m arks from 
a plastic tablecloth? — JUDY. 
DEAR JUDY — Spray spots with hair spray and when 
spots begin to "run” wipe away with a damp cloth. —

DEAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with the cake m ixes and 
other recipes that call for the addition of eggs but never tell 
one what size eggs to use. This can make a difference in the 
results.

DEAR PO LLY - I have a nice safe way to keep cats away 
from one s yard and garden. I put orange peels in my garden 
and it keeps them away as they do not like that odor. Every 
time I eat an orange I put the peel in the garden and know this 
works. — ELEANOR. 
DEAR PO LLY - I found my hands did not get so cold while 
shoveling snow during the freezing weather we have had this 
winter if I put a plastic bag over each of my gloves and then 
secured them around the wrists with rubber bands. — MRS.

DEAR PO LLY — Mrs. J C. wanted to know how she could 
use nickel billiard balls. I suggest making a triangular, square 
or oblong m acram e or crocheted hanging for the billiard 
room. The m acram e or crochet would cover the balls with a 
net-like look and the strings connecting the balls could be in 
varying lengths and attached to a dowel stick or curtain rod. 
Bright string or cord could be used for this work. 
The hard water we have in Southern California leaves a 
crust on chrome fixtures and basins To soften I soak a sponge 
or towel with vinegar, wrap it around the fixture and let it 
stand. Then I wipe the crust away. 
I also find that vinegar will remove the soap scum from a 
washing machine. I start with two cups of vinegar added to 
clear water (low cycle) and run through the rinse cycle. If this 
does not quite do it experiment with more vinegar. A cupful of 
vinegar in the dishwasher about once a month will also keep 
the appliance clean and help the dishes. — MRS. E E. 
DEAR PO LLY - I use a lot of iron-on patches but find they 
last much longer if I stitch all around the patch. This is es­ 
pecially good for boys’ pants as the patches will stay on after 
many washings. — MRS. J.W.S.
